Fire High

—Forest rangers said "now it's 
up to the tree," as they fought 
to save a massive, 20-centuries- 
old redwood from a fire smould- 
ering within its trunk. 


The tree, which towers to a 


height of 200 feet in Sequoia Na- 
tional Forest, was hit twice by 
lightning last week. 


Since then, fire has nagged at

150 feet from the
